The indigenous elements in Sinkiang are generally 
anti~Chinese and the fact that the new regime would be Communist is not 
likely to change their feelings. At present, because of the opvosi tion 
of the Moslems in Ninghaia and Tainghai Provinces, 4t would be most aiffi-= 
cult for the Chinese Communists to send any troops into Sinkiang. Any 
realignment of the provincial government will probably take place slowly. 
The end result may be that the position of Sinkiang in relation to Com 
muniet China will be similar to the position of the Mongolian People’s 
Republic in relation to the USSR. . : 
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
